The dredge was sold under 
sealed pronossis to the highest 
bidder for $30,500 and delivered 
to the purchaser October 6, 1922. 

Under two contracts, 109,307 
short tons of stone was furnished 
and delivered at Long Beach, Cal. 
The stone was unloaded from the 
cars and placed on the channel 
slopes of the levee embankments 
of the silt diversion channel by 
the Los Angeles county flood con- 
trol district. Under contract 538,- 
260 cubie feet were dredged in the 
inner harbor entrance channel in 
widening the channel to 1000 feet. 
On June 21 and 22 contracts were 
entered into for completing the 
widening project. 

TOTAL GIGANTIC 

The amount expended on these 
works during the fiscal year was 
$329,964.96 for new work and $34.- 
729.27 for maintenance, a total of 
$264,684.22. 

The project is 78 per cent com- 
pieted. The breakwater was com- 
pleted in 1912. Dredging the 
project area in the outer harbor 
westerly of the entrance to the 
inner harbor to a depth of thirty- 
five feet at mean lower low water 
wag completed in 1915. The orig- 
inal thirty-foot project in the in- 
ner harbor was completed in 1914 
except about 76,000 cubic yards 
of silt near Reservation Point. Ad- 
ditional silt was deposited in this 
portion of the harbor during Jan- 
uary, 1916, all of which has been 
removed. The controlling depth 
in the Imner-harbor channe] is 
thirty feet at mean lower low wa- 
ter. Dredging the two channels 
twenty feet deep, one from the 
turning basin into the east basin 
and one from the turing basin into 
west basin, is compieted.

Los Angeles and State Are 
Credited With Most 

Fatalities 


Number Dying From Motor 
Accidents in Nation 
Total 11,000

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Deaths 
from automobile accidents 
numbered 11,666 last year in the 
census registration area of the 
United States, which contains 86 
per cent of the total population, 
an increase of 1498 over the pre- 
vious year. 

The total number of killed as 
shown in Census Bureau figures 
made public today represents a 
death rate of 12.5 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation an increase of one for 
every 100,000, as compared with 
1921. In 1917 the rate was 9.0 
per 100,000. California has the 
highest rate of the thirty-seven 
States in the registration area, its 
total representing 26.0 per 100.,- 
000 population. New York had the 
second highest rate with 16.7. New 
Jersey was third with 16.4. and 
Colorado fourth with 16.3. No oth- 
er State's rate exceeded 16.0 per 
100,000. Mississippi had the low- 
est rate with 3.4 per 160,000. 


CTTY IN LEAD 


The largest increase was shown 
in Vermont with 11.1 per 100,000, 
or 4.6 above 1921. oc- 
curred in Montana, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and Virginia with 
Washington showing the largest 
reduction from 14.5 to 12.3. 

Los Angeles had the highest 
rate in the sixty-seven cities re- 
porting, showing 29.5 per 100,000. 
Camden, N. J., was second with 
27.9 and Memphis, Tenn., was 
third with 25.0..

DECLARES SHIP OF 
_ STATE IN DANGER 


-Rev. Bruce Brown, pastor of the 
South Park Christian Church, 


preached yesterday on “Our — 
cola; in the Storm.” In part he 
said: 
“When Lincoln stood upon the 
battlefield of Gettysburg he spoke 
ese words: ‘We are engaged in a 
great Civil War testing whether 
that nation or any nation so con- 
ceived and so dedicated shall long 
endure.’ At that time there was a 
rebellion against the Federal gov- 
ernment that threatened its exist- 
ence. But I have far more respect | 
for the men who fired upon the 
flag at Fort Sumiter than I have 
for the ones today who defy the 
Conatitution. The boys who wore 
the gray came out into the open. 
They believed they were right. 
They were not led by the lure of 
‘gold. They thought they were 
fighting for home and liberty. To- 
day we face a more insidious re- 
bellion. This time the enemies of 
the republic fight in the dark, un- 
der the black flag of piracy. A pro- 
vision of the Constitution, adopted 
pafter a long struggle, the law 
passed by Congress, the proclama- 
tion of the President and tho\ de- 
cisions of the courts are trampled 
under feet. Let American citizens) 
remember that if a part of the 
Constitution can be fatinted by 
some that the rest can by others 
and the freq government that has 
been our pride and hopé will have 
perished. If a lawless minority 
can override the will of the people 
there are only two roads left open. 
One leads to anarchy and the other 
to a dictatorship. The ship of state 
seems passing into a night as dark 
as that when the soul of the great 
Lincoln cried out to the great God 
for help. He made no concessions 
to the cohorts of rebellion. Neither 
shall we. The Comstitution bought 
by our fathers’ blood is not to be 
bartered away.”

The Christmas Seal Sale and Tuberculosis 


‘| we 


Denmark for the support of a chil- 
dren's hospital, Miss Emily P. Bis- 
sell of Wilmington, Del., sold seals 
for the first time in this country, 
and raised $1000 to pay on the site 
of the first tuberculosis sanatorium 
in Delaware (Hope Farm.) 


“The penny stickers that could 
be bought by rich and poor, chil- 
dren and grown-ups, became popu- 
lar at once. From the first it was 
realized that the organized move- 
ment to combat tuberculosis could 
have widespread educational! value. 

“From 1908 until 1919 the 
Christmas seal sale was sponsored 
by the American Red Cross. The 
1919 seal was the first to carry the 
double-barred cross, the specific 
symbol of the fight against tuber- 
culosis and the official emblem of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and its 1200 State and local 
agencies. 

“Three hundred thousand seals 
were sold in’ 1907. Over 384,000,- 
000 seals were sold in 1922. Ap- 
proximately two billion have been 
sold and eight billion distributed 
since the first Christmas seal sale. 
Over one billion seals are in circu- 
lation this year.” 

The money which is raised in 
this manner is proportioned out to 
fall- of our States, and is used 
largely in helping the summer 
camps, preventoriums, clinics and 
nurses’ services. Part' of it is 
used-in educational propaganda 
against the disease. 

While the death rate from tuber- 

culosis is high, tt has decreased 
markedly in the last ten years, and 
can largely credit the little 
Christmas seals for this. 
Bo every year buy a supply of the 
little stamps and you can fee) that 
you are having a share in helping 
to save lives. Here are some facts 
that you should know about tu- 
berculosis: 


(1.). Tuberculosis ts caused by a 
Specific germ ‘(microscopic weed) 
called the tubercule bacillus. It is 
named so because when they settle 
In the tissues, in an effort to pro- 
tect the system nature builds lit- 
tle walls, forming tubercles, around 
them. The tuberculosis germ was 
discovered in 1882 by Koch. 

(2.) Tuberculosis is not.en in- 
herited disease, but is an infection 
which takes place after birth. The 
weakened resistance may be in- 
herited, but not the germs them- 
selves. 
(3.) There are three types of 
tuberculosis germ; the human, the 
bovine (cow) and the avian (bird.) 
The human anf the bovine type are 
the ones that affect the human. 
(4.) A large proportion of the 
tuberculosis in children is of the 
bovine type. This is contracted 
through milk from cows which 
have tuberculosis. The bovine tu-

TRIAL IS BEGUN 
IN BUNKO CASE 

‘Chef Alleged to 

Have Lost Money 


Trio Charged With Taking 
Runds Away 


Man is Held on Accusation 
of Cook 


Julius Kederli, a chef at Sunset 
Inn, Tijtana, was too honest to 
Geal with French countrymen who 
met him last April in San Diego. 
according to Dep. Dist.-Atty. Me- 
Cartney, who has started the trial 
of Lewis Torino in Judge Shenk's 
court. IHrino is accused of grand 
larcency of sums totaling $2500 
from Kederli in one af the oldest 
forms of jhe bunko game, the 
charity box. 
the bunko gaztne, the charity box. 

The case was transierred from 
Jadge Hardys to Judge Shenk's 
court for an early trial. A jury 
has been obteined, but the case 
was continued until the 10th inst. 
in order that witnesses might be 
reached. 

According to Mr. McCartney, 
the complaining witness, Kederli, 
had saved money all his life and 
had accumulated $2000 in bonds 
and $1000 in cash. One day a 
man kpown to him in Cleveland, 
0., ae John Moffil, greeted him at 
Tijuana and told of tie wonder- 
ful friend of his in San Diego. 
Later he was met by the same 
man and the “fend,” who lied 
him up the street unt!! the three 
met the so-called “come-on,.” a 
supposed stranger. who told of 
having been left $70,000 to be dis- 
tributed to charity. 

This man was worrted about the 
honesty af certain persone, but of- 
fered to have the strangers dis- 
tribute the money to charity. He 
said, however, he must have a 
ca deposit for security, but of- 
feréd to give the three, including 
Kederli, $5000 to distribute the 
money. Kederli obtained $800 in 
cash from a San Diego bank, and 
came with the other three to Los 
Angeles end obtained two $1000- 
bonds, which he cashed for 
$1500. He obtained $200 in cash 
additional. 

Various trips were made to the 
Evergreen Cemetery where § the 
stranger was supposed to be mak- 
ing arrangements for a headstone 
for his father, who was supposed 
to have left the money to charity. 
When Kederli had sccumulated 
all of his cash supposed two of his 
other campaions had done so also, 
he was asked to get some medi- 
eine for one of the other three, 
who was suddenly taken til 

In the meantime he had been 
handed a tin box which was sup- 
posed to contain the $50,090 to be 
given to charity. When he _ re- 
turned to the railroad’ station 
where he had Jeft the other three, 
they were gone. He waited some 
time, then went to @ local hotel 
and waited. Then he returned to 
Tijuana, but first placed the predi- 
ous tin box in a saifety box, be- 
ing too honest to open it until he 
found his supposed friends. Aft- 
er waiting two months he took the 
tin box to a friend in Los Angeles 
and it was opened, only to dis- 
close three one-dollar bills wrapped 
around a lot of newspaper. 

He was disillusioned and had 
lost $2500, so he set out to find 
the trio who had victimized him. 
He found one, he said, in Torin.

TELLS OF TOKIO 
BUILDING PLANS 


American, Living in Japan, 
is Visitor Here 


Chief Aim 
Program so Vast Start May 
be Delayed Years 


Measures to prevent a repetition 
of the catastrophe that visited To- 
kio a few months ago form the 
outstanding feature of the recon- 
struction program being perfected 
in that city under the direction of 
Minister Goto, according to H. 
Huggins, an American resident of 
the Japanese capital, who is now 
a Los Angeles visitor. 

Mr. Huggins. who is a guest at 
the Biltmore Hotel, is fn business 
in Japan and is in this country 
to organize a construction com- 
pany, composed of American engin- 
eers and financed by Japanese cap- 
ital, which will take part in the re- 
building of Tokio. 

“The program at present under 
consideration conté@mplates a vast 
undertaking, involving the remod- 
cling of the entire business dis- 
trict and much of the rest of the 
city along modern lines,” sald Mr. 
Huggins. “It is planned to spend 
some $600,000,000 on a system of 
roads and $150,000,000 on canala, 
laid out with a view to the preven- 
tion of fire in case of another de- 
structive earthquake.

city are being planned which will 
divide it into four sections. Each 
road will be 240 feet in width and 
paved. They will form the main) 
arteries of traffic from which all | 
the other streets wtll branch out. 
All the streets will be widened, and 
no thoroughfare will be permitted 
less than forty feet in width. Prior | 
to the earthquake the widest street 
in Tokio was only eighty feet and 
in the narrower ones it was al- 
most possible to stand in the mid- 
dle ar touch the buildings on 
each side. 

“Tokio already has @ canal sys- 
tem but this will be much im- 
proved. The old canals will be 
Widened and deepened and new 
ones will be dug so that when the 
system is completed it will form 
a net work of waterways through 
the city, all connected with each 
other. The canals will be pro- 
vided with bridges of a more sub- 
stantial character than the old 
ones. One thing that contributed 
largely to the loss of life during 
the fire after the earthquake was 
the filmsiness of the bridges, which 
quickly burned down, leaving thou- 
sands of persons hemmed in by 
fire on all sides and with no 
means of escape.” 

THOUSANDS CUT OFF 

Mr. Higgine states that in one 
area of about twelve acres with 
which he its familiar, more than 
32,000 persons were burned or 
trampled to death owing to the 
absence of any means for getting 
awey. 

“The rebuilding program is be- 
ing planned on so large a scale 
that it will probably be two or 
three years before the actual con- 
struction work can begin,” he said. 
“The bullding of roads and widen- 
ing of streets will necessitate the 
government's taking over a large 
amount of private lands. The 
clearing of these areas and the 
formalities necessary to gain pos- 
session of them from their pres- 
ent owners presents a big problem 
in itself.” 

The water system is also to be 
remodeled with an eye to the 
checking of future conflagrations. 
A new system of reservoirs and 
mains will be built along-lines cal- 
culated to withstand earthquake 
shocks. This consideration will! 
also be the governing one in the 
construction of the new buildings 
to be erected, most of which will 
be of steel frame construction with 
such aliqwwance made for displace- 
ment by shocks as will prevent 
collapse
